While this platform has been constructed 
with special reference to Northern readers, 
the Democratic managers niust have an utter 
contempt for the discernment and intelli-

The pledge that is made above to the effect 
that the Southern Democrats will not ask to 
be reimbursed for losses and injuries during 
the War, nor that the Confeilerate soldiers 
shall be penstoned, is not worth the paper it 
was written on. It is not binding upon any- 
body. It does not reflect the real aim of the 
“Solid South.” It is best exposed by the 
Southern ms which are now on file in 
Wash and in local archives in the 
various Southern States, and by the bills 
which were introduced for the allowance of 
Rebel war-claims even before there was the 
smallest hope of securing the Executive 
sanction necessarv to their fruition. Even 
more significant than all this is the fact that 
Gen. Hancock, the Democratic candidate for 
President, does not dare to come out with a 
pledge that he will veto such lezisiation 
(though he has been importuned to do so by 
members of his own party), because he fears 
that such a statement would cost him votes 
in the South, and possibly lead to a rupture 
of the Solid South,” so far as one or two 
States are concerned.

for this exceptional faculty for mischief in 
that institution. The paper is published in a 
city that is only separated by a river from a 
Northern State. Its editor (Mr. Watterson) 
has posed before the country upon occasion 
as a type of the “reconstructed” and “rec- 
onciled” Confederate. It is naturally pre 
sumed by these who live further South, and 
especially those who are removed from the 
large eities,—the great centres of intercourse 
and information,—that the Courier-Journal 
represents Northern political sentiment in 
as fair a light as it is  possidle 
for a Democratic organ to throw upon 
anything that pertains to the opposition. 
When, therefore, the readers of the Cou- 
rierJournal are constantly informed that 
the Republican leaders at the North are re- 
sponsible for sectional hatred and intoler- 
ance, and when the other Democratic 
journals of the South reprint these articles 
for the benefit of their readers, the old South- 
ern notion that the North sectionally antag- 
onizes the South (born originally of Seuth- 
ern sectional hatred of the North) receives a 
new and quusé authoritative indorsement. 

There is not and never has been any for- 
midabie sectionalism in this country except 
at the South. The Southern sentiment has 
always cut itself off (the literal meaning of 
sectionalism) from the National sentiment. 
Its peculiar institution, Slavery, was section- 
al, and the South endeavored in vain to Na- 
tionalize it. Nullifcation was the very 
essence of sectionalism, and it was 
asserted by the South early in the 
history of the country. Secession was 
the logical sequence of the sectional doctrine 
of State-sovereignty, always and still cher- 
ished by the South, and it was only beaten 
back upon the field of battle by those who 
had no sympathy with sectionalism. Yet 
pefore the War, as new, public sentiment of 
the South was molded into the belief that the 
North was “sectional.” Every time the 
Government made the smallest advance 
toward Nationalism the step was denounced 
as “seownonal.” Every time a poor, whipped, 
ahd scarred negro escaped beyond the bound- 
aries of slavyery.it was the “ sectionalists” of 
the North who were held responsible for his 
assertion of the human right to freedom. It 
was sectionalism that emancipated the 
slave. It was “sectionalism” that conferred 
upen the freedmen the right of citizenship. 
It is “sectionalism” now, according to the 
Seuthern notion, that demands that all men 
shall be free and eaualiy protected before 
the law. : 

Nobody knows better than Mr. Watterson 
that there is nothing sectional about the 
North,—that the ward is misapplied and its 
mearing distorted when used in connection 
with the North, ‘The North embraces near- 
ly two-thirds of the population of this coun- 
try, and practically all of the National senti- 
ment which 1s broad, sincere, and enduring. 
For, of the one-third of population which 
inhabits the South there is a ruling caste 
that numbers net more than 10 per cent of 
the entire population of the conntry, and 
insists upon maintaining the spirit, and, so 
far as possible, the forms of sectionalism. 
This ruling caste asserts its sectional domina- 
tion in politics, in religion, in society, and 
in business, so.far as it can. It diserim- 
inates against the Nation and against those 
who beiieve in the Nation or owe their pro- 
tection in life, liberty, and the fruit of their 
labor to the Nationalism which conquered 
the Rebellion. 

It is fmpertinent at all times for the South 
to charge the rest of the country with see 
tionalism, when it comprises but a small 
fraction of the people and of the commerce 
of the country, and permits none of the Na- 
tional sentiment to be manifested within its 
confines.

DEMOCRATS IN THE UNION ARMY. 

Judge Trumbull, Ben Butler, Judge Doo- 
little, ex-Gov, Palmer, and other latter-day 
saints in the Democratic Chureh, have under- 
taken to prove that the bulk of the Union 
armies was composed of Democrats. The 
task is for them grateful and congenial. 
Having been themselves Republicans when 
the War was going on, they see no incon- 
sistency in asserting that the party to which 
they did not belong did most of the fighting. 
According to their pretended understanding 
of the facts, fifteen years the suppres- 
sion of the Rebellion, the Democrats furnished 
about all of the troops for both sides. The 
same party did most of the voting in the 
North for a year or two after the War began, 
filled the Rebel Congress and the Northern 
“bastiles.” and in au other respects 
manifested a degree of activity before 
unparalleled in its history: By the same 
reasoning, the Northern Democrats who did 
not join the army were the most active sup- 
porters of the Union Government; hence the 
Northern Copperheads were really the Re- 
publicars, and the women who got up sani- 
tary fairs and nursed the sick and wounded 
in the hospitals or on the battlefields were at 
heart sympathizers with rebellion and trea- 


son. 

The beautiful logic of the apostate Repub- 
licans may be permitted to take care of itself. 
Tue TRIBUNE certainly has no disposition to 
pay serious attention to it. But there are 
some facts, now apparently almost forgotten, 
which are extremely pertinent in this con- 
nection, and may serve to illuminate the 
minds of Mesars. Trumbull, Butler. and Doo- 
little when this subject is next under their 
consideration. 

President Lincoln had a majority in every 
Northern State except New Jersey in 1860, 


and he received four of the seven Electoral | 


votes of that State. Nothing occurred be- 
tween 1860 and 1862 to diminish in any degree 
the confidence of the people in Lincolf or 
his Administration. The conduct of the Se- 
cession South had inflamed the patriotic 
feelings of the Northern people. Many whe 
oppused the election of Lincoln supported 
him when he became the head of the Union 
cause. Yet the elections of 1862 generally 
resulted in Democratic majorities in all the 
leading States that bad voted for Lincoln. 
New York, Pennaylvania, Ohio, Indiana, and 
Iilinois—the States which formed the back- 
bone of the Republican column in 1860—all 


went Democratic in 1862 What was the | 
cause of this sudden, astonishing, and violent | 


change? The explanation commonly given 
at the time was, that the Republicans had 
sent their majorities to the battlefield to 
maintain the the principles which they 
professed at Kome, 

Thus Seymour (Dem.) had a majority of 
10,752 in New York in 1862; Lincoln’s major- 
ity in 1800, 50,136; decrease in the Democrat- 
ic vote in two years, 5,861; decrease in the 
Republican vote, 66,749, 

Armstrong (Dem.), for Secretary of State, 
had a majority of 5,577 in Ohio in 1862; Lin- 
coln over all in 1860, 20,779; decrease in the 
Democratic vote in two years, 26,499; de- 
crease in the Republican vote, 52,855. 

Athon (Dem.), for Secretary of State, had 
a majority of 9,543 in Indiana in 18@; Lin- 
coln over all in 1860, 5,928; decrease in Dem- 
ocratic vote in two years, 4,040; decrease in 
Republican vote, 20,516, 

Starne (Dem.), for Treasurer, had in Ii 
nois in 18% à majority of 16,546; Lincoln’s 
majority in 1860, 11,0846; Democratic fall-off 
in two years, 28,553; Republican fall-off, 52,- 
045. 

None of these States had a soldier vote in 
1862, but they had furnished to the Union 
armies troops under two and three years 
terms of enlistment as follows: | 


out in July and August, 18602, voted at the 
fall elections, but the ether two-thirds were 
in the field, and their votes were not record- 
ed. It is a remarkable fact that the decrease 
in the Republican vote is exactiy proportioned 
to the number of troops in the field. The 
States which did permit their suldiers to vote 
in 1862 were Pennsylvania, Iowa, Missouri, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Colorado, and 
they returned 39,171 Republican-Union votes 
to 9,604 Democratic votes, the percentage of 
Republican votes being 80%. The almost 
invariable ratio of Republicans to Demo- 
crats, as shown by the army votes in 8%, was 
four to one, 

The elections of 1864 proved the political 
character of the Union forces by a deuble 
demonstration. The Dmocratic victories at 
the elections in 1862 had much embarrassed 
the Government. The Legisiatures of Penn- 
sylvania, Indiana, and IIlindis were Copper- 
head, and in the last two States especially 
they went as far as they could in abetting 
treason and encouraging the Rebellion. Had it 
not been, indeed, for the fidelity and courage 
of the Republican Governors, Curtin, Mor- 
ton, and Yates, they would probably have in- 
flicted a mortal blow on the Union cause. 
Mr. Lincoln pereefived the malicious and 
dangerous nature of the “fire in the rear,” 
and furloughed the bulk of the Lilinois and 
Indiana volunteers (except the regiments 
with Sherman marching thro -Georgia) 
so that they might return heme and vote. 
The military campaign closed early that year, 
and most of the Western troops availed them- 
selves of the privilege, the necessity being 
greater in their case, as they were prohibited 
by State Constitutions from voting in the 
field.

TWO RIVAL TOWNS. 

A bill was filed Thursday in the Circuit Court 
by Henry Lassow against George L. Thatcher, 
Honry L. MeKaller, Jacob A. Cost, Ames Pack, 
and William Merrick to prevent the establish- 
ment of a town called “River Forest.” He 
says that he resides within the territory de- 
scribed as Secs. 12 and 13, T. 30, N. R. 12, and 
that on the 2d inst. thirty lezal voters, resident 
within such territorial limits, petitioned the 
County Judge of Cook County to cause the ques- 
tion to be submitted to the legal voters of such 
territory, which contains over 0 inhabitants,

Hariem.” An order was thereupon made fixing 
the time and place of an election as Sept. 25,

CORN’CROP 0 OF 1880. . 


The Extent of the r to This Crop 
—All the Late Corn Out by Frost— 
One-Third the Average Vield. 

To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune. 

FAIRBURY, III., Sept. 23.—Sinee I last wrote you, 
additional evidence and further information 
from experienced men who. have traveled ex- 
tensively have still further confirmed the views 
I then expressed, end which were formed with 
faithful care and upon the best evidence ob- 
tainable. Ina mere local sense, this may be as 
= a point as any for observation, as the best- 

formed men in Chicago (in the grain trade) 

say that formerly this was the greatest point for 
direct delivery from farmers of any in the 
United States, and that it is not of late is not due 
to any less attention to the cultivation of corn 
near here, but to the greater amount used for 
feeding stock, and also to the construction of 
new railways,—diverting part of the trade to 
other points. 

Very probably the estimates then given (local- 
ly and at large) have been discredited by inter- 
ested or misinformed parties, but the latter has 
been justified as to the Northwestern States by 
the report of the National Department of Agri- 
culture. And while that estimate of injury to 
the er from drought and other causes up to 
Sept. 1 is believed to be too low, yet it virtually 
justifies mine as tu the United States having 
now in reality no corn to 6 for export to 
foreign countries. Russia, with all her vast ter- 
ritory and vast grain surplus, has already passed 
into the position of a buyer of grain to meet 
the requirements of her home consumption, 
and we would do well to be warned in time and 
export more sparingly, and remember our vast- 
ly increasing consumption, especially of corn. 
These estimates were all prior to the great frost 
on the night of the 13th inst. That this should 
at first be thought i. 1 41 to do no great harm 
is it not stra enwe remember how for- 
mer injurious — have been viewed by many 
fair and intelligent men throughout these North- 
western States. 

Having taken time to gather information from 
the best sources bere, i think I can now-state 
the extent of the injury from this frost in our 
vicinity. 

All the late corn was cut by it, the biades 
killed, and the development and maturity of 
the grain prevented. Of six of our 
informed citizens in this vicinity, 
opinions I have taken, four 
mate that one-third the cro 
thus injured,and two estimate it at one-half. 
My own view is that it will not be less than one- 
third. nor more than one-half. 

And the dispatches to the Chicago papers on 
the l4th inst. stated that it covered McLean and 
Champaign Counties, the t corn counties 
near us to the south. Aud it is difficult to un- 
derstand how it could be less injurious upon the 
whole in lowa and Wisconsin than in Illinois, 
when it is known that the degree of cold wus 
greater and the corn plant equaily tender. 

A line drawn from westward passes 
through the southern tier of counties in Iowa, 
and it does not look very reasonable that lowa 
upon an average would be less injured, unless 
their corn was earlier. And that is not very 
probable. 

The dispatches from all quarters indicate that 
the frost of the 13th inst. extended far to the 
east, as well as north and west, and that it was 
by far the most noteworthy and injurious of 
any since the memorabie frost of Aug. 80, 1863, 
the effect of which was not known to many un- 
til long afterwards. But as I stated in a former 
letter as to the effects of the drought, it is best 
for all that we know the facts as they really are, 
and avoid all misicading statements.
